The following agreements were reached during Mr. Alan 
Valentine' § visit hare of December 26-31* 

1* Mr. Valentine would proceed to explore means of securing 
best candidates for key positions on CFAi Deputy and/or Vice 
President for operational Chief of Public Relation*! and possibly 
others, as the form of the organization becomes clearer. It was 
agreed that the personnel consul tssrtlng firm oiy Sorgaao. An tell 
and Wright might be utilised to assist in this soar oh, for a fee

2. It was agreed that the qualifications o f Deorge 
its , candidate for comptroller, meet necessary requirements, 
fsffold Noble was advised it was in order to proceed to offer him 
the position, subject to the agreement that he was to remain 
unwitting until the balance of the covert security clearance was 
completed with satisfactory results. This was also checked out 
with Hr. Valentine. 



3. A briefing by and group will be 

held on the evening of January Hi In San Francis 00 . This it was 
agreed would be confined to the Executive Committee, cleared key 
CFA staff to be nominated by Mr. Valentine, and five Washington 
visitors. A more generalised briefing for other directors 
suggested by Drayton Wilbur may be held If desired for incentive 
reasons* This was confirmed In a TVX end by telephone to Harold, - 
Noble on 28 December 1951. 

k* It was agreed that CFA would underwrite the Harvard' 

Seminar proposal with the understanding that it would not sen^ 
as a precedent. Funds are to be transferred in such a way that ^ 
GFA’s name does not appear. However CFA may participate in the"" 
selection of candidates, in the development of the agenda for aft 
the seminar, and other matters as desired. Details are to bo 
worked out by us with CFA, Harvard, et al.
